Wilkesbarre, Jan 16—-The fact that 


Patrick Gilday, union president of the 
Pennsylvania bituminous district is 
here conferring with President Mitch- 
ell and other soft coal men from the 
west, and will be in town a week, is 
thought to indicate that some positive 
action will be taken upon the pro- 
posed national convention of hard and 
soft coal men to declare a sympathetic 
strike of the bituminous miners.

ASKS THE BURGHERS TO REMAIN 


FAITHFUL TO ENGLAND. 


BOERS WHO HAVE SURRENDERED 


Already Number 16,500—Boer Leader 


Says the Resu... of the War is 


God's Will. 


London, June 16—Dispatches redeiv- 


ed here from South Africa show that 
the surrenders of Boers" are",prdS§ed- 
ing with greatest good will. The total 
of those who have already surrender- 
ed numbers 16,500 and the British are 
extending every possible jiindness to 
the men who come in. 


The appearance of General DeWet 


at the camp at . mburg was the sig- 
nal for a great display ot en.ausiasm. 
When he arrived at the camp, Gener- 
al De^ ct was at once surrounded by 
thousands of Boer men, women and 
children, who struggled and clamored 
to shake the hand of their hero. Gen- 
eral DeWet mounted a table and deliv- 
ered an address. He warmly applaud- 
ed the staunch support 
«.-at the wo- 


men had given the burghers during the 
war which, he said, had greatly en- 
couraged the men in the field. Gen- 
eral DeWet recommended his hearers 
to be loyal to u-e new government, 
and said: 


"Perhaps it is hard for you to hear 


this from my mouth, but God has de- 
cided thus. I fought until there was 
no more nope of upholding our cause, 
and however bitter it may be, the time 
has now come to lay down our arms. 
As a Christian people, God now de- 
mands that we be faithful to our new- 
government.

Killed by Washout. 


St. Albans, Vermont, June 16—In a 


washout bf a'clay bank on the Central 


Vermont railway near Middlesex at 


midnight last night, four members of 


a southbound freight crew were killed 


and one other was badly injured. The 


engine of-.the freight and forty cars 


were thrown down an embankment. 


The dead are: George Garry, engin- 
eer; Jas. Ferguson, fireman; Francis 
Clark, conductor; George F. Rouds, 
Brakeman. All lived in this city. Hen- 
ry Larry, the surviving brakeman, was 
found crawling along the track with a 
broken leg.

An Interchangeable Book. 


Another conference has been held 


at Philadelphia by general passenger 
agents of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
& Western, Lehigh Valley, Erie. Balti- 
more & Ohio, Chesapeake & Ohio and 
L. P. Farmer, commissioner 
of the 


Trunk Lines association, regarding the 
proposition to adopt an interchange- 
able mileage book. 
While most of 


the roads are in favor of this change 
there are a few which are not in- 
clined to look upon the innovation 
with favor, and until there is unan-

The New York Central 
and

All roads 
now sell a mileage book at the rate of 
2 cents a mile, but the interchange? 
able book is put out at the rate of 3 
cents a mile, or $30.00 for the 1,000 
mile book/ although $10 is refunded 
if all the requirements are observed. 
Some of the roads object to this ex 
Ira cost, and they are of the opinion 
that many of the regular customers 
will protest to paj^ng the extra $10. 
The use of the mileage book is to be 
restricted to the purchaser or 
the 


person whose 
name it bears. The 


Reading Railway company now issue 
a 1.000 mile book which is now good 
for a'nyone, and more than one per- 
son at a time can ride on it. The ofli- 
cials of this company are averse 
to 


giving up its present book, as they 
think it is of more advantase to the 
public. 


Notwithstanding some

are 


against the adoption of an 
inter- 


changeable mileage book a number of 
the railroad companies have decided 
to use a book, and as soon as all the 
details can be prepared it is to be 
issued.

Clement A. Griscom, president of 
the International Navigation company, 
and Bernard N. Baker, president of the 
Atlantic Transport company, will sail 
for England soon to meet Mr. Morgan 
and the officials of the other steamship 
lines that Trill enter the deal and at 
range the details. 


While it is generally understood in 


Xew York that an effort is being made 
to form another steamship combination 
around the Cunard line as a center, it 
is thought that it has not readied a 
definite stage yet, says the New York 
Tribune. In regard to the position of 
the Cunard line, one prominent steam- 
ship agent said recently that it ap- 
peared to him that the Cunard line had 
received two offers and was now giving 
the British government an opportunity 
to signify whether it would increase 
the subsidy paid to the company. The 
circular issued to the stockholders, he 
tbougnt, was intended to warn thorn 
that "there wns somrrhini; dolnj" find 
to manipulate their stock uccorditiirly. 
As the block ot the Cunard line, unliUc 
thar of thp White Star lino, is listed, it 
would therefore be possible for au out- 
sider to pick up some of it without de- 
claring Iiis object in buying it. 


Sir Alfred Jones and Sir Christopher 


Furness were mentioned in the Kng- 
lish dispatches as being interested in 
the so called ri\al British combina- 
tion. 
They are among the leading

AT GRANViLLE. 


WELL KNOWN HOTEL MAN PASS- 


ES TO HIS REWARD. , 


ODD FELLOWS' MEMORIAL DAY. 


Moore-C&Bow Wedding Takes Place 


Wednesday Next.—Fire Alarm. 


Kicked by Horse. 


Granville, June 16—Major H. Bux- 


ton, one of the oldest and most highly 
respected of the pioneer residents of 
Licking county, died at his home, the 
Buxton house, in trranville, on Sunday 
at 12:20 p. m., after an* illness of only 
a few days. On Tuesday evening of 
last week he complained of net feeling 
as well as usual and retired at an 
early hour. Shortly after retiring he 
•was stricken with paralysis, and this 
in connection with several other ail- 
ments and his advanced age, was the 
cause of his death. While his death 
was not unexpected yet it proved a 
great shock to his many friends. 


The deceased was a son of the late 


David Buxton. He was born in Ver- 
mont on October 13, 1820. and came 
with his father to Alexandria, when 
<quite young. Thirty-seven years ago 
he came to Granville, and here op- 
ened the Buxton House, successfully 
conducting it'ever since. Prohably no 
hotel man in Ohio was better 
to the traveling public than 
Buxton. He was pleasant antrgree- 
able, and his house soon obtained a 
reputation for its excellence which it 
retained all the years he was at the 
head of it. At an early age the deceas- 
ed was married to Miss" Marion Par- 
tridge, daughter of the late David Par- 
tridge of this place, with whom he liv- 
ed happily for many years, she having 
passed away on the 28ta of last June. 


Two children, Mrs. Minnie Kerr and 


Fred buxton of Granville, survive him. 
Besides these he leaves two brothers 
and one sister, Oscar Buxton, of Knox- 
ville, Iowa; David Buxton of Alexan- 
dria, and Mrs. Dr. Samson of Newark. 
There also survive aim four half-broth- 
ers, Charles, Rufus and Henry of Al- 
exandria, and Dr. Buxton of Mt. Gil- 
ead; three grander udren, Howard and 
Benton Black sons of Creighton Black, 
and Horton Buxton, son of Fred Bux- 
,ton, <bf this place. 


The funeral services, while not ful- 


ly decided, will probably be seld from 
his late home on Tuesday afternoon, 
and the remains will be interred in the 
heautiful Maple Grove cemetery.' 


Major Buxton probably had a wider 


acquaintance with public men than 
any other hotel man in the state. Hen- 
ry Ward Beecher was his friend. The 
same was true of the late President 
McKinley and scores of other states- 
men and lecturers who in years past 
visited Granville either at the com- 
mencement season or as speakers on 
the university lecture course.

these men stopped at the 
Buxton 


House in Granville and none went 
away without a kindly feeling for the 
good "old man who for so many years 
conducted the hostelry. 


For years Mr. Buxton helped many 


a poor student through Denison uni- 
versity by giving nim free board for 
work about the notel. At times he 
had several more than, enough stu- 
dents on his" hands to do the little 
work about the house but in this way 
he helped the hoys by giving them an 
opportunity 
to help themselves—the 


best way in the world—and he was 
content.

DIFFEEEHT FBOM HAETINIQUFS. 


Ac'U of Greedr »sroe.s, Who Do Sot 


Seem to Xeed Aid—Work at the 
Concentration 
Cnmim — Strangle 


Type* of tbe West Indies—Recovery 
From the Bravtiuu Will Be Very 
Slovr. 
The way relief !c JUtrlbutcJ to the 


St. Vincent refugees contrasts strongly 
with the methods u^cd in Martinique, 
writes the Kingston 11 (St. Vincent, W. 
L) correspondent of the New York 
Commercial Advertiser under the date 
of May 29. Six, o'clock in the morning 
at Fort de France iiuds the Zinnia 
gardens of tbe Hotel de Ville crowded 
with chattering negioes, each with a 
slip of paper officially stamped in his 
hand. They gather behind the great 
blue stucco building, with the gold 
arms of the republic shining in the 
sunlight over the doorway, where the 
stores are piled under shed roofs and 
in the open air. The clamor is exasper- 
ating. There Is no eiuotlou in it. no 
sign of suffering in these lusty people. 
It is impossible to pity them. They are 
talking of how much they got yester- 
day, of how much they want today, 
how this woman got more than that 
woman, how 
So-and-so should be 


ashamed to live on charity. They do 
not pass the deputy's box in line, for 
they have not sense cuougk, so he calls 
out their names, and they dash for- 
ward, grasp the ration, expostulate a 
second that it is not enough and pun 
through the crowd to the Alcazar or 
the Casino d'Ete, which are the dance 
halls whore they sloop and where the 
courtyards smoke with piles of stones 
over charcoal fires. 


Then some hundreds of the men 


gather again in the government gar- 
dens, and an oldish mulatto deputy— 
every official that works in Martinique 
is a "deputy".—with a pair of eye- 
glasses balanced on the tip of his nose 
calls the roll again, and when the 
men do not gather across the street as 
they answer he waves his arms, 
swears in patois and drops his glasses. 
When all are marshaled behind him, 
he starts strutting down the Rue 
Schloecher to the'harbor. Tbe negroes 
slink along behind. They idle on cor- 
ners with acquaintances, drop into 
stores, sneak down a bystreet to the 
big iron roofed market place. 
The 


ceaseless patois murmur is strung out 
all along the way; but the deputy does 
not turn till he Bas reached the quay, 
where the Dixie's stores are piled. 
'Then -he 'faces''Shout furiously, takes 
off his glasses, shouts and makes faces 
at the air. The negroes in sight up the 
street saunter down and jump upon 
the lumber piles and laugh. Three or 
four of them the deputy is able to 
grab by the shoulders, and these he 
leads to four hand tipcarts by the 
shore. These four begin lazily to load 
the Dixie stores. The deputy adjusts 
Ms glasses, gives his shoulders one 
vicious shrug (probably murmurs "Ces 
Americans," though you cannot hear 
him) and strolls away to the cafe of 
the Grand Hotel de 1'Europe for a 
vermouth and grenadine. 


Things are managed differently In 


St. Vincent 
Some effort is being 


made there to take supplies to the 
coast villages, and the steamship Wear 
leaves daily, either for Georgetown to 
windward or Chateau Belair to lee- 
ward, with tents and food. The distri- 
bution is in charge of Chief of Police 
Colder, an army captain from Jamai- 
ca, rtnd Frank Griffiths, who occupies 
in the colonial government the respec- 
tive offices of government clerk, depu- 
ty chief of police, customs clerk and 
inspector of schools. Eowboats with 
the native police are even dispatched 
to different points on the island to put 
up tents and distribute rations in two 
day lots. 


At St. Vincent accurate statistics are 


already at hand of thg number of 
mouths being fed and the extent of the 
devastation. 
Ten square miles, or 


nearly one-fifth of the island, which 
contains forty-five square miles, will 
be uninhabitable for fifteen or twenty 
years. Exactly 7,163 refugees are be- 
ing fed and clothed at four concentra- 
tion camps — Georgetown, Barroulie, 
Chateau Belair and Layou. 
Three 


months' supplies are now on hand. In 
Georgetown itself 500 families, or about 
2,500 persons, are being fed in two 
camps on the north side of Georgetown 
harbor, one in the old commissary de- 
pot, called Edinburgh, under old Fort 
Charlotte, and the other out upon Low 
point, near the leper hospital. 


The road to the Kingstown relief 


camps leads north through the low, 
whitewashed houses with their enor- 
mous Roman archways, reaching out 
over the sidewalk, past the hospi- 
tal, which looks like an Indian bunga- 
low, and the two great silk cotton trees 
guarding the graveyard, with its white 
wood crosses and scarlet pouciacos, 
and climbs the north wall of the old 
submerged crater in which Kingstown 
lies. The volcanic tuff is black and 
oozy, choked with tropical vegetation, 
and from under the ruins of old Fort 
Charlotte, on the end of Low point, 
you can see the curve of tbe town, 
whJch reminds one of prints of a New 
England seaport m 1800. There Is even 
the horseman riding stiffly on his thin 
legged pony, and were it not for a red 
tiled roof tore and there the jagged 
volcanic "citons" behind and the heavy 
line of breaufruit tree* along the beach 
the illusion would be complete. 


The relief house is a long, weathered 


barrack, with hundreds of broken skit- 
ters. Carpenters are at work walling 
in a porch, children art playing cricket 


snd a Hindoo cooly wanders down tte 
bill shouting: 


"Ila-ba-wa-di-a-ba-a-u!" 
"Ha-s-di-ba-a-a-a-a-a-a!" 
Inside canvas partitions divide the 


buildings into little cells, each occupied 
by a family, a bundle of ragged clothes. 
a frying pan with some cold American 
rice and a sliced plantain. A \ ery old 
woman, with a gold cross around her 
neck and the Carib's hollow chocks 
and pointed chin, singsongs, 
"Mj 


daughter killed, my sous twenty-live 
years have gone overseas, fair, one for 
the gold mine in America, one tor 
Brazil." • 


A naked baby lies asleep on its face 


in the stifling heat. Outside her bare 
legged Carib husband wanders with 
aboriginal gravity in rag quilt trousers 
among the noisy Africans, "i'ou ask 
him, 
"Do you understand English V" 


and he answers, more wisely than he 
knows: 


"Far as the language—yes." 
Then he starts to tell of the dark- 


ness, ashes and flood that overcame 
him near La Soufriere and, drifting 
into his patois, exclaims, "Ah, booli- 
bali-doom, 'cest gadofodet ina," which, 
he explains, means, "When the river 
flood came down, I was much fright- 
ened." He has the Indian's straight 
hair, slant eyes and short, strong logs. 


Some of the refugees are mixing 


water with raw flour and salt codfish 
and eating it uncooked. They always 
address me as "master." They follow 
persistently up the slope to the leper 
hospital on the tip of the point and 
when ordered back answer insolently 
that they are "British subjects." Out 
in the harbor the Dixie's baud is play- 
ing. 


Kingstown is the sleepiest, slowest 


place, in the Windward islands. Not a 
single steam vessel hails from here. 
Its recovery from the eruption will be 
very slow. Hardly a week elapsed 
after the chief of police had settled his 
accounts of the relief fund for the hur- 
ricane of 189S when this new catas- 
trophe befell the island. The British 
inhabitants visit the ash covered coun- 
try above Georgetown and Chateau 
Belair every day and have not yet 
climbed the mountain simply because 
its slopes are still too hot. At Kings- 
town and at Georgetown, now that 
rain has washed away tbe ashes, it is 
hard to believe that the island has 
suffered at all. 


LARGEST OF DRYDOCKS. 


KeTrShipnuIldingr Combine "Will Erect 


It on Staten Inland Shore. 


New York is to have the largest 


drydock in the world. Plans have been 
piepared and property is now being 
acquired, says the New York Herald. 
More than this those responsible 
would not say the other day. It is 
known, however, that the dock is to 
be built on the,«asteru shore of Staten 
Island, not far from quarantine. This 
is only one of the enterprises contem- 
plated by the organizers of the ship- 
building combination. Concerning the 
drydock, Lewis Nixon said: 


"It is true that a great drydock, 


probably the greatest in the world, will 
be constructed here. New York city 
and the steamship lines that run to 
this port will have cause to be thank- 
ful for the formation of the shipbuild- 
ing combination, for the reason that in 
the near future it can no longer be said 
that in this, the world's greatest har- 
bor, the largest ship afloat cannot be 
docked or repaired." 


The firms in the new combination are 


the Union Iron works of San Fran- 
cisco, tbe Bath Iron works (limited) 
and the Hyde Windlass company of 
Bath, Me.; the Crescent shipyard and 
the Samuel L. Moore & Sons company 
of Elizabethport, N. J.: the Eastern 
Shipbuilding company of New London, 
Conn.; the Harlan & Ilollingswortli 
company of Wilmington, Del., and the 
Canda Manufacturing 
company of 


Carteret, N. .T. 


Continuing his talk concerning the 


combination, Mr. Nixon said: "From 
the nature of shipbuilding conditions 
in this country this combination is not 
for the purpose of putting up prices or 
in any way restricting production. By 
economical and efficient management 
it will be able to reduce tbe cost of 
production, and the larger the value of 
tbe work in hand the more fully will 
the advantages of the co-operative 
combination be realized. 


"When the combination Is actually 


formed, it will start with contracts ag- 
gregating $37,000,000, which will be 
cleared from the books within three 
years. No other Industry can so di- 
rectly benefit the United States gen- 
erally as one successfully carried out 
on the lines we propose. 


"More directly will New York be 


benefited than any other city. That is 
because its greatness depends to a 
wonderful extent upon its 
foreign 


trade. It is a fact that we have long 
been ashamed to confess that while we 
have here the best harbor in the world, 
which is visited by the largest ships 
afloat, we have not the means of dock- 
ing or repairing those ships. That con- 
dition will be remedied, and, as I have 
told you, a drydock will be built in 
this harbor which will be large enough 
to float the greatest of all great ships."

WELL KNOWN CLERGYMAN. 


Baptist Minister'* Tribute to Dr. 


Georae H. Hepvrorth's Memory. 


Among the many tributes paid to the 


memory of the late Rev. Dr. George H. 
Hepworth of New York here is one. 
Buys the New York Herald, from Dr. 
R. S. MacArthur of the Calvary Bap- 
tist' church, iti New York. 
He said. 


•'I had not heard of Dr. Hepworth's 
illness, therefore 1 was not prepared to 
hear of his death. He was a. man of 
unusual attainments and personality. 
He quickly won and always held the 
confidence, esteem and affection of all 
with whom he came in contact. Short 
ly after I came to New York, in 1870. 
he attained the height of his popularity 
and power as a preacher in the Church 
of the Messiah. He was then a Uni- 
tarian. I chanced, to be present at the 
service on the Christinas day when, 1 
believe, he preached the sermon which 
led to his separation from the Unita- 
rian body. A great audience assem- 
bled, and lit spoke with remarkaule 
intensity of feeling. His voice was al- 
ways most' sweet and musical. Its 
modulations were worth the imitation 
of all public speakers. 
On this occa- 


sion he rose to wonderful heights of 
pulpit eloquence, for he was uttering 
the deepest convictions of hia soul. It 
was a crisis in his life, and be felt it. 


"Great excitement followed the ser- 


mon of that day. The orthodox preach- 
ers rallied around him and gave him 
cordial welcome to their ranks. lie 
was elected a member of several cler- 
ical circles to which I chanced to be- 
long, and I came into close an-J delight- 
ful fraternal relations witb him. 


"Soon after this sermon Steinway 


hall was obtained by his friends, a$d 
there he preached to audiences which 
filled the hall to its utmost capacity. 
He showed at once his wonderful pow- 
er over men. Here he had the largest 
congregations ever assembled ,at that 
time in any Protestant gathering in 
New York. 
He showed . remarkable 


power for simple, Render and affec- 
tionate statements of the simple gospel. 
Later a church gathered around him, 
and the unique structure of corrugated 
iron was built for him in Madison ave- 
nue near Forty-fourth $treet. His pow- 
er of exposition was exceptional. 


"Later he left the pulpit arid entered 


upon his work for the distressed people 
of Ireland in connection with the be- 
nevolent work of the New York^Ierald. 
He did remarkable work in relieving 
distress in Ireland and then entered up- 
on a similar career in Armenia. Manj 
of his brethren in the ministry regret 
that he left the work of the ministry 
and the pulpit, but he found in the 
Heiakl a pulpit that was high in its 
position and farreaching in its influ- 
ence. His sermoncttes touched millions 
of hearts in various parts of the world 
—sweet in spirit, tender in appeal and 
powerful toward the moral bettcimcnt 
of all readers. His spirit was broad 
theologically. 
His sympathies wore 


boundle&s as the human race, and only 
the great God himself can adequately 
measure the influence for good tliat 
•nent out from his clean hand and 
brave heart" 


FIND TWO HIDDEN* BIRDS. 


HUGE METEOR IN MEXICO. 


Professor Henry Ward EiHmntes Hi* 


Find to Weigh Fifty Tons. 


One of the largest meteorites Known 


to science has been unearthed in west- 
ern Mexico by Professor Henry -V- 
\Vard, formerly of Rochester, N. Y., 
now of Chicago, says the Philadelphia 
Press. The first public announcement 
of his great find was made a few 
nights ago before the Rochester His- 
toric:!! society. Professor Ward is well 
known as the founder of the Ward 
Natural Science establishment of Koch- 
ester. His collection of meteorites is 
fourth in point of size in the \\orld 
and contains many stones of great rari- 
ty and value. 
*Thf discovery of this great meteorite 
is considered an important addition to 
the knowledge of these mysterious \ is- 
itors. The .stone weighs over fifty tons, 
is uwr tiiJiteen feet in Ic-ngMi and I.iyd 
buried !>y the terrific force of its own 
moi'.ci.tuin nearly twenty feet in the 
earth.

New Power Plant at Hebron to Start 


Wednesday—It Means Better and 


Faster Service. 


There is little of importance that is 


new. 
in the proposed deal, by which 


the Columbus, Buckeye Lake and New 
ark road gains control of the Newark 
and Granville and Newark City elec- 
tric lines. 


It was learned Saturday night from 


one who is in a position to know abso 
lutely about the matter, that $25,000 
had been deposited by the uuckeye 
Lake people as an earnest, tnat if they 
found the road as represented the pur- 
chase would be made by them. This 
is really in the nature of a first pay- 
ment on the property. 


Men who are posted in affairs of 


the interurban roads are positive that 
the deal will be cunsummated and 
that 'the electric road will be pushed 
on to Zanesville and from there to Co- 
shocton and up through the state to 
Cleveland. Within a short time one 
will be able to ride from Cleveland to 
Cincinnati through Newark on electric 
car lines. 


Work was begun Monday mornin; 


on the survey of the proposed roac 
from Newark to Zanesville. 
This is 


not the preliminary survey, but is the 
work done by the engineers prapera 
tory to actual work of the construction 
party. Robert Fulton of this city is a 
member of the engineering corps thai 
is doing the work. The road is to pro 
ceed east as far as Stadden's bridge 
on the road leading east past the Chil 
dren's Home and at Stadden's bridge 
is to cut across Flint Ridge to Browns- 
ville and then take the National road 
down to Zanesville. By establishing 
a power house on Flint Ridge or near 
it, the company will be assured of free 
fuel for years as tae company will no 
doubt acquire this Flint Ridge prop 
erty which abounds in coal, potter's 
clay, shale, sand, etc. It is said that 
the power house at Newark will be 
abandoned as the road will have suf 
ficient power from the Hebron plant 
and the one that will be built east of 
the city. This, however, is mere con 
jecture. 


The new machinery in the fine pow 


er house at Hebron built by the C. B 
L. & N. company is to be set in mo 
tion on Wednesday of this week. The 
building is not completed but the ma 
chinery is set and properly protected 
The starting of this power plant 
means a great deal for the Buckeye 
Lake company and the public. 
It 


means that as soon as switches are 
set that a fast schedule will be main 
tained between Columbus and New 
ark and that cars will run more fre 
quently. 
It means that a sufiBcient 


number of cars will be put on to ac- 
commodate the people. Sunday there 
was a jam on nearly all of the cars 
to and from Columbus and to and-from 
Buckeye Lake, but the company did 
the best it could. It could not have 
run more cars as power to do so was 
lacking. 


Agent Foster of the C. B. L. & IN 


tells the Advocate that as soon as the 
road bed is thoroughly ballasted and 
the machinery is put in proper order 
the Buckeye Lake cars will make the 
run from Newark to Columbus in an 
hour. "The distance by this route is 
about 40 miles. It now takes two and 
a half hours to make the run. 
Some 


cars will run through without stopping 
at towns along the line. 


The purchase of the Newark citj 


lines by the Buckeye Lake People wi- 
give the interurban a better entrance 
to the city as it is probaWe that the 
through 
cars will 
be run down a 


shorter route to the heart of the city. 


.It is said that the consideration for 


the N. & G. and Newark city lines is 
in the neighborhood of $250,000.

Coamtry Ho«e "Windows. 


-Tor a country house drawing room of 


any pretensions to elegance as* elab- 
orate a scheme of window drapery is 
employed as in a city house, but unless 
the house is one of unusual splendor 
silk and real lace and brocade are not 
the proper things to use. 


Pane curtains in a country house 


parlor should be made of cream mer- 
cerized madras or mercerized lawn of 
a strong tea color. These sashes should 
hang flat against the glass and be 
treated with applications of imitation 
Russian or Irish crochet lace. It is the 
shade of cream, antique yellow or tea 
brown linen that must be frilled. Of a 
fashionable make, this has insets of 
not expensive lace let in near its bot- 
tom edge, or it is still less expensively 
woven with a drawnwork border. To 
a pointed or scalloped edge the soft, 
thin linen flounce, lace edged, is set 
on, and such a shade among the smart 
house decorators is called a Monte Car- 
lo blind. 


For Drying Clothes Indoors. 


When clothes are hung up to dry in 


a kitchen or laundry, they not only 
occupy a good deal of room, but they

In this way wet clothes can 
be removed in an instant to the warm- 
est part of the room, where they ;will 
be dried in a few minutes. 


Cookies. 


One-half cupful of butter, one cupful 


of sugar, one tablespoouful of baking 
powder, flour to roll out. Rub the but- 
ter in a warm bowl until light and 
creamy, add the sugar and when well 
blended add the eggs, beaten lightly. 
Mix the baking powder with twg cup- 
fuls of flour, add one-half cupful of it 
to the butter mixture, then add the 
milk and the remainder of the flour 
and one tablespoonful of caraway 
seeds. Then stir enough more flour to 
enable you to roll it out very thin. Cut 
with a small round cutter and bake on 
a wafer tin about ten minutes. Roll 
only a small portion at a time, then 
mix the trimmings with another por- 
tion. Cut them in various ahapes, if 
you prefer. 


Old FnraUnre Mad* Sew. 


If you have any old kitchen dresser 


or table considered utterly worthless 
and only fit for firewood, a skillful 
hand at spatter work can make it an 
attractive piece of furniture which will 
fill its place for fifty years longer and 
be admired by all who behold it An 
old round walnut table, scratched, de- 
faced and apparently ruined, was thor- 
oughly cleansed with sandpaper and 
then spattered with a wreath of maple 
leaves. It had a branch In the center, 
and the claws were spattered to tcatdi. 
It is now the most ornamental object 
in a handsome drawing room.—Pitts- 
burg Dispatch. 


Cheap Floor Stain. 


A cheap floor stain is made by dis- 


solving two ounces of permanganate 
of potash in a gallon of water. Use hot 
water and stir with a stick, and your 
stain will soon be ready for use. Apply 
it with a painter's brush, using two 
coats of the stain. (N. B.—Do not leave 
your brush standing in the stain or it 
will destroy it) Next day the floor may 
be varnished or, better still, polished 
with boiled linseed oil and the third 
day with beeswax and turpentine. 
After two or three polishings the floor
